Mr. S herm an was unconscious when 
th o end cam e and had been In th at 
condition for hours. 
All th e m em bers of the Im m ediate 
fam ily 
w ere w itnesses to th e tinal 
•cene. 
In addition to Mrs. S h erm an 
th e re were in the death cham ber thedr 
th re e sons, Sherrill, R ichard U., and 
T h om as N. Sherm an, and th eir re ­ 
spective wives; 
R. M. and Sanford 
S h erm an, 
b ro th ers of 
Mr. Sherm an, 
and Mrs. L. B. Moore and Mrs. H. J. 
C ookinham , sisters of Mr. Sherm an. 
Soon a fte r Mr. S herm an's death Dr. 
F ay ette H. Peck, the attending physi­ 
cian, issued the following statem en t: 
“T he 
vice president 
died without 
regaining.eonsciousness for a m om ent. 
H e was perfectly quiet. 
He died in a 
urem ic com a as a result of B right's 
disease, 
h eart disease 
and 
arterio- 
sceroals.” 


W idow Bears Up Bravely. 


Mrs. Sherm an bore up bravely u n ­ 
d e r the shock of her h u sb an d ’s death, 
as also did the oth er m em bers of tho 
fam ily. 
A lthough it was said a t th ! 
house th a t the hopelessness of Mr. 
S h erm an 's 
fight, 
against death 
had 
been realized since Friday th e blow 
n ev erth eless was a crushing one.

A few of the intim ate friends of the 
fam ily called to express th eir sym ­ 
pathy, am ong them Dr. A. H. Hol­ 
den. pastor of C hrist R eform church, 
w here the S herm ans worship. 
Soon a fter the vice presid ent’s death 
It was announced that the m em bers of 
th e " a l l y wished to be left undis­ 
t u r b e d ..n d that no arran g e m e n ts for 
th e funeral would be m ade until later 
Dr. Peck rem ained at the Sherm an 
hom e for a tim e and notified several 
of Mr. Sherm an s friends by telephone 
th a t th e end had come. 
T he ann ouncem ent of th e vice presi­ 
d e n t’s d eath spread quickly through 
th e city. 
Universal sorrow was ex­ 
pressed and 
im m ediate 
steps 
were 
ta k e n for th e proper recognition of 
th e sorrowful event. Mr. S herm an was 
regarded as the first citizen of the 
city and all differences grow ing out 
of politics died w ith him.

Ossining, N. Y., Oct. 31.— Form er 
Police L ieutenant Charles B ecker is 
In the “death h o u se’’ at Sing Bing pris­ 
on under sentence to die in the elec­ 
tric chair during the week of Dec. 9, 
the convicted m u rderer of the gam 
bier, 
H erm an 
Rosenthal. 
He 
was 
brought here from New York imruedi 
ately after sentence was pronounced 
upon him by Ju stice Goff in th e court­ 
room w here he wa* found guilty six 
days ago. 
B ecker’s execution will be stayed, 
however, by the filing In th© interim 
of a notice of appeal from the verdict. 
In this lies B ecker’s only hope of es- 
caj*e from death. 
His last w ords be­ 
fore the gates of the prison were shut 
behind him were: 
“I com e here an innocent man. 
I 
never had a chance. 
I was railroaded. 
But the fight has only begun 
I ex­ 
pect a rev ersal of the verdict and a 
new trial.” 
Becker, m anacled to a deputy sh er­ 
iff, arrived a t the prison after a tw en­ 
ty-minute walk. through the streets of 
th e village surrounded by several hun­ 
dred persona. W ith stolid countenance 
and head ere c t Becker withstood the 
ordeal. 
A 
window of 
th e 
w ard en’s office 
fram ed a w om an’s tear stained face 
as B ecker m arched up the prison walk. 
It was th at of th e convicted m a n ’s 
wife, who had accom panied him from 
New York and had driven ahead of 
him from the railroad station. 
B ecker 
waved his hand sadly and the woman 
threw a kiss. 
An hour later, after th e form ality 
of taking the p riso ner’s pedigree had 
been disposed of, Becker was in his I 
death cell in solitary confinement clad 
In prison garb and entered as prison­ 
er No. 62499. 
Ten other condem ned 
m urd erers occupy cells in tho “d eath 
house” with him. 
Mrs. B ecker was allowed to see her 
husband through the steel screen of 
his cell door before she departed, but 
was forbidden en trance.

T he m essag e from Sofia apparently 
refers to ^ r l y events, while the dis­ 
patch of Nazim Pasha, tho Turkish 
m inister of war, describes tw o battles, 
one a sortie from A drianople in the 
direction of Madrlas, tho o th er toward 
Visa, from which it m ust be inferred 
th a t the engagem ent* a re extending 
over a long front. 
A Sofia dispatch sent before th e cap 
tu re 
of 
Lule 
Burgas 
was 
known 
throw s a new light on the disposition 
of the T urkish forces. 
It is evident 
th a t earlier reports of th e tak in g of 
thts tow n were prem ature. 
It appears 
th at the T u rk s’ first line of defense 
extended along tho E rk in e river, with 
a second line from Dom etlca to Lule 
Burgas. 
Both sides claim victory, bu t there 
is no reason to doubt th a t th e T urkish 
second line of defense ha* been bro­ 
ken. 


Turkish Reports Unreliable. 


Up to th e present th e B ulgarian of­ 
ficial d ispatch es have been m ore relia­ 
ble than the Turkish. 
Nazim P ash a claim s victory in the 
Visa region. 
Sofia still is silent re­ 
garding this section and although th e 
revelations concerning dem oralization 
and disorganization of 
th e 
Turkish 
forces would predicate fu rth er defeats 
considerable doubts are expressed here
